It  l8  herftby  found  and  determined  that,  vlthin  the  meaning  of  the  "Offer 
of  the  Secretary"  in  connection  with  the  Cotton  Improvement  Planting  Beed 
Program,  approved  Septeaber  10,  1942,  pursuant  to  Section  32,  Public  Ko. 
320,  74th  Congress,  aa  amended,  a  foundation  breeder  in  an  individual, 
partnership,  institution,  corporation,  or  other  business  unit  (1)  which 
practices  breeding  or  selection,  in  a  manner  vihich  will  tend  to  increase 
yields  and  inprove  lint  quality,  of  cotton  of  the  specific  variety  with 
which  such  person  or  concern  iis  identified;     (2)  which  produces,  or  which 
increasses,  in  a  manner  which  Taaintaina  purity,  by  step-up  methods  either 
on  the  farm  or  farms  of  such  person  or  concern  or,  by  a^reefflent,  on  the 
farm  or  ff^rras  of  other  growers,  the  aef»d  of  such  cotton  for  srle  or  dis- 
tribution to  cotton  growers  generally;  and  (3)  which  is  generally  recognized 
as  being  in  the  business  of  rendering  the  norvices  recited  herein  in  con- 
nection with  the  specific  variety  of  cotton  with  which  such  person  or  con- 
cern is  Identified. 

It  is  further  found  and  determined  that  the  foregoing  definition  of  a 
foundation  bre*»der  effectuates,  in  connection  with  the  aforesaid  "Offer 
of  the  Secretory",  substantial  acconplishment  of  the  purposes  of  Clause  3 
of  said  Section  32.
